FORSYTH RACING CLOSES. 

The Forsyth meeting closed yesterday after 
fifteen days of good sport, and Sheffield opens 
it’s gates to-day. Fine weather has favored the 
Association, and though owing to rain in the 
night and morning, the track has been on one 
or two occasions heavy, the sun has generally 
shone of an afternoon, and in consequence the 
attendance has been large. 

The racing has been particularly clean and 
free from fraud, and it is to be regretted that on 
the last day two very suspicious rides by jockeys 
in the third and fourth events, should have 
given people an opportunity to cry fraud. The 
judges, however, acted promptly, and have sus- 
pended Hager, the lad who rode Effie T in the 
third race, and H. Davis, the jockey of Dick 
Behan in the fourth event, until further investi- 
gation. Both races had a dreadfully nasty look 
about them, and it is to be hoped, if there was 
any fraud, it will be discovered and punished. 

Laura Cotta, with the light weight of eighty- 
six pounds, was the only successful favorite, 
and even then Lillian Seibel was at the same 
figure. She won easily from Jim Berry, who 
was raced to death on the back stretch. 

In the 2-year-old race Tom Carter produced a 
good looking one in Senator Quay, a son of Pon- 
tico and Jennie. He won very easily from De- 
voir, who got off badly, but ran a good 
race. Ethel Farrell seems to have lost some of 
her speed. The time, 49J4, beats the Indiana 
record by a second. 

Killarney, who seems to be a rank imposter, 
was made favorite in the third race. Conne- 
mara was off in front, while Miss Kitty and Mr. 
Dunlap were nearly left at the post. Loretta 
made the running into the stretch with Conne- 
mara second and Effie T. lying fourth. In the 
s4retch Connemara took the lead winning easily 
by three lengths, Hager on Effie T, not making 
effort till to late. 

Dick Behan was favorite in the fourth event, 
while Uncle Abb was w T ell backed. When the 
rubber snapped, Davis pulled Dick Behan up, 
and when he set him going he got interfered 
with on the turn. Uncle Abb made most of the 
running with Ashland and Billy Kinney|as at- 
tendants. Uncle Abb won by five lengths, with 
Dick Behan who had been ridden wide on all 
the turns second. 

Hugh Penny got his first winning mount at 
Forsyth this season in the fifth race. He was 
on May Fern, and though he got off second, he 
judiciously kept her back, not letting her race 
in front as she usually does. At the finish she 
beat The Rook, who had made the running, by 
half a length. 

La Creole was a hot favorite in the last race, 
but she ran badly, after being obliged to pull up 
on the first turn. The Deuce led all the way, but 
at the finish only managed to beat Tramp, who 
came strong, by a neck. Elsie Ferguson dropped 
back round the first turn in an unaccountable 
manner, Hyle seeming to be afraid to go on» 

Sheffield will open to-day in style. Banks 
Cregier, with an orchestra of 25 pieces, will be 
on hand, and with seven good races there should 
be great sport. 

JOCKEY GRIFFIN’S SKILL. 

The American turf has never seen a better 
rider than Henry Griffin, the boy picked from a 
New York orphan asy- 
lum— the old 110 street 
catholic protectory- 
seven years ago by Jim 
Shields and “ learned 
the trade.” I quote 
learned the trade,” 
because the term as ap- 
plied to the American 
jockey isn’t well ap- 
plied. We have no school or next to none. Onr 
jockeys are born, not made. They require too 




many natural gifts for manafacture as culture 
goes. There’s no reverence, less respect, and 
still less courtesy in the riding contests of our 
turf. Your darky of fifteen, if he has the no- 
tion — and the horse — thinks it glory to hook up 
with vour Haywards or Taylors aud “skin ’em.” 
If he’s got the back bone of it all, this darkey, 
he may even go to the end of a fine finish. 
Action only keeps honor bright in these effer- 
vescent days and the winner’s the idol all the 
time, no matter what his experience, weight or 
color. When one considers the utilitarianism 
of 1896 and the conflict of all the days around 
us, this seems proper. We’re for profit and the 
only profit is in front of the racing corner of our 
world. That’s the rule of life, as I find it, 
though a man may grade it for himself. 

Griffin is yet bound to Shields, who shares his 
earnings, some $25 000 a year, by the right of 
making him. From the ranks of novices Griffin 
went to a school that was more careless than 
bad. When he rode for Roller here he was al- 
ways under suspicion. At last the boy got 
within close lines and since he has been between 
them his riding has been the best the turf has 
seen. When I say best I mean it in a full sense. 
Griffin Is almost a featherweight. After his 
recent sickness, through an accident in Cali-

fornia, he weighed 110 pounds in his street 
clothes. That means about 97 ridiug weight. 
Yet Griffin holds his own under the weights at 
the scale— from 122 to 126 pounds— with riders of 
the strength of Taral and Hamilton. His record 
in this particular line marks the boy’s ability. 

Go to the refined stake list of 1895. It shows 
that he rode fourteen of their winners. There 
were but seventy-one in the season’s list, east 
and west. His mounts won $125,000 of the $402, 
745 in the $2,000 stake list. Requital in the 
Futurity carried 115 pounds, Handspring in the 
Great Trial, 11S; Ramapo in the Long Island, 
126; Keenan in the Tidal, 122, and in the Brook- 
lyn Derby, 122; Hastings in the Surf, 118; Flor- 
etta IV. in the Expectation, 115; Daisy, 115, and 
Amazon, 120; Requital in the Seaside, 105; Haz- 
lett in the June, 121 and the Spring, 118, and 
Henry of Navarre in the Manhattan, 127, and 
Municipal, 130. Behind the boy were such riders 
Simms, Taral, Reiff, Doggett, McCafferty and 
Hamilton. He held his own, and sometimes won 
by a finish on not much the superior horse. 
Perhaps it was an even thing or less in some 
cases. 

Griffin i3 full of resources : his hands are grate- 
ful to the 2-year-old ; he uses the spurs but little 
and the whip less, knows pace, is courageous 
and can ride a finish — his arms are strong. 
While brawn counts on some horses, the turf’s 
riding level is one of brains — as it should be, or 
the conditions would be false. 

Griffin rides for Mr. Belmont this year; he 
rode for him part of last. That gathers skill, 
horseflesh and tone in a group and the result 
should bo superb. Griffin ought to ride for a 
long term. His stature favors him. He will be 
matured— he’s not 21— at 125 pounds. Before he 
grew to fame 1 heard stories of his brother— 
younger (he has three), who was better than he, 
and young Donnelly, who rode aud failed in 
California last winter. These boys, report said, 
outclassed Griffin. They stopped at a near-by 
goal and lingered there. The other youngster 
didn’t. He had courage and ambition. The 
goal to their possessor is elastic and moves with 
time and progress. Griffin’s a credit to the turf.
